SOME IMPORTANT 
ACTIONS, > — 


- 


The Trinity law sittings were opened in 
Dublin Castle yesterday on the conclusion of 
the usual meeting of the judges and benchers 
in the Benchers’ Chambers. All the judges 
were present. 

The Chief Justice, Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
and Mr, Justice Murnaghan sat in the 
Supreme Court to hear applications regardin 
the listing of appeals. Mr. Justice Merédit 
and Mr. Justice Johnston went to their 
respective Courts and fixed dates for the 
hearing of a number of actions appearing in 
their lists, and Mr, Justice O’Byrne disposed 
of several ex parte motions.. To-day Mr. 
Justice Meredith will open the business of 
the Central Criminal Court in Green street. 


THE ERNE FISHERY CASE. 

The appeal in the case of Moore and others 
against the Attorney-General and others, 
commonly known as the Erne fishery case, 
was mentioned in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., for the plaintiffs and 
respondents, said that he would like to have 
the appeal taken on the Ist of next month, 
so that it might be finished before the Long 
Vacation. 

The Chief Justice stated that owing to the 
large number of appeals listed for hearing 
the Court had great difficulty in arranging 
the dates on which particular appeals would 
be taken. The appeal mentioned by Mr. 
Jellett would be taken within the next ten 
days, and as they were anxious to have it 
finished before the Long Vacation, he sug- 
gested that counsel engaged in the case might 
condense theit arguments during the hearing. 

Mr. Jellett said that he was satisfied with 
that arrangement. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., for the Attorney- 
General, also stated that he was satisfied 
with, the arrangement, He informed the 
Court that there had been some documents 
in Latin. before the High Court at the trial 
of the action, with copies in English, and as 
these documents were in the hands of the 
solicitor for the plaintiff they were anxious 
to know whether the Supreme Court would 
require the documents in Latin for reference 
at the hearing of the appeal, as well as 
the copies. 

Mr, Jellett said that the solicitor would 
have all the Latin documents, with the 
copies, in Court at the hearing. 

The Chief Justice said that there would be 
no trouble about the matter, as the docu- 
ments would be in Court. 


A PLAINTIFF’S DEATH. 

In a case in Mr. Justice Meredith’s list of 
actions, Mr. M. J. Ryan, K.C.; stated that 
the plaintiff had disappeared; his clothes 
wore found at the seaside, and an application 
was being made for liberty to presume his 
death. It had been necessary to get an order 
to continue the action, and since then the 
solicitor for the plaintiff also had died 

Mr, Justice Meredith allowed the case to 
stand over until the next, term. 


IMPORTANT ACTIONS. 

There are many important cases for trial 
during the present term, which continues 
until the end of next month, and it is not 
likely that all the cases listed will be dis- 
posed of during that time. 

In the Supreme Court there are some 
reserved judgments to be delivered and 
thirty-eight appeals for hearing. Two of. the 
judgments relate to the remuneration of 
asylum attendants. In one of these the 
appeal was by thks» plaintiffs in the consoli- 
dated cases of John Thistle and others, 
mental hospital attendants, against the County 
Councils of Monaghan and Cavan from a 
judgment given in the High Court allowing 
an appeal brought on behalf of the defendants 
from a decision of Circuit Judge Devitt 
giving the plaintiffs decrees for sums claimed 
to be due to them for arrears of salary. 

In the other the appeal was by the de- 
fendants in the case of Woods and others, 
mental og we ir nurses and attendants, 
against the Corporation of Dublin and others, 
from a judgment given in the High Court 
in favour of the plaintiffs in their claim 
for a declaration that they w:-re entitled. to 
remuneration on the basis of their contract of 
service. | 

A third judgment is in connection with a 
decision of the Railway Tribunal regarding 
Limerick rates, and ‘another deals with a 
question of agency in solicitors’ services to 
the Gresham Hotel Company arising out of 
the destruction of that building in 1922, 


THE FIDDOWN LINE. 

Ten of the appeals are in the nature of 
There is an appeal from 
the judgment of the Railway Tribunal on the 
question of the ‘‘singling’’ of the line 
between Fiddown and Waterford, and one in 
the case of Metcalfe and others against the 
Great Southern Railways Company in regard 
to superannuation allowances. An appeal 
which will doubtless be of more than ordinary 
interest to Dublin people is that in con- 
nection with the omnibus which "s as burned 
in the Coombe, and frequently has been re- 
ferred. to as ‘‘The Burning ’Bus Case.’’

Mr. D. O'Flaherty (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office). represented the Minister, and said 
that the fault they found with defendant 
was that he did not return the forms for the 
months of Taiea, March and April. 'The 
Minister regarded the matter as a very serious 
offence. Fitzgerald had been given every 
opportunity to comply with the Act, having 
been forwarded the necessary forms and com- 
municated with officially several times.

President COSGRAVE moved that the 
fouse adjourn until November 19th next.

Mr. GOULDING (Fianna Fail, Waterford) 
said that if the activities of the French 
‘rawlers were allowed to continue a very 
serious state of affairs was likely to arrse. 

IRISH FISHERMEN VANISHING. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that if 
the emigration of the young fishermen from 
the coast continued, the fishing industry 
would be lost. In Arklow, which was famous 
for its fishing, there were scarcely any young 
men in the industry now. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that he 
had complaints again and again from fisher- 
men on the coast of Wexford about the in- 
and inefficiency of ‘the Fisheries De- 
partment. They complained bitterly of the 
raids that French fishermen were making 
upon their territory, and said that the pro- 
tection of the Irish fisheries was absolutely 
ridiculous. 

Mr. McDONAGH (Govt., Donegal) said 
that he was reluctant to speak at all on the 
matter because he was a member of the Com- 
mittee of the Sea Fisheries Co-operative 
Association. They would have to go very 
cautiously and very carefully or they might 
lose a great deal of money. Fifty vessels 
would not protect the fisheries from the 
trawlers on dark and stormy nights, and the 
suggestion of using a seaplane to protect the 
fisheries was ridiculous. The deputies opposite 
(Fianna Fail) spoke of things they knew 
nothing about. They had cne eye on the re- 
7 gallery and the other on the ballot 
oxes. (Laughter.) 

Mr. OORRY (F.v., Cork, E.)—A very good 
idea, too. (Laughter.) 


LACK OF PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

Mr. WHITE (Farmers’, Donegal) com- 
plained of the destruction which the trawlers 
were causing off the Donegal coast, and said 
that there were local men members of the 
crews of these trawlers who were piloting 
the vessels and showing where the fish 
could be got. When these men came ashore 
the local people fratnerised with them, so 
low was the public spirit amongst the people. 
Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Fisheries, reply- 
ing, said that the directors of the Sea 
Fisheries Co-operative Association had met, 
and the rules had been submitted to the 
Registrar of Friendly Societies, who had 
given provisional assent to them. They had 
not yet been submitted to the Department 
for formal approval, but, as the directors 
were meeting on the following day, he 
thought the niatter would not be longer 
delayed. Legislation was not required to 
enable the work of the Association to be 
continued. The money provided in the esti- 
mates would enable them to carry on until 
the Dail met again, when there would be 
a supplementary estimate for the Association, 
and the rules would be tabled with the 
supplementary estimate. 

QUESTION RAISED AT THE HAGUE. 

A great deal had been said about the 
camage caused by encroaching trawlers, and 
French boats that stole lobster pots. The 
latter boats had operated near the rocks and 
si were being constantly fined. 
there existed the right to seize their 
The position of the by-laws regard- 
ng extra-territoriality was not quite clear st 
the moment, and they could not say whether 
ney were enforceable or not. The question 
had been raised at The Hague, and certain 
questions had been sent to the Attorney- 

neral for his advics. 

In regard to the position in Lough Foyle, 
one of the deputies said something about 
forcing the Trish Society to take action in 
the Saorstat Courts. He (the Minister) would 
ike to know how the Irish Soci®ty could he 
forced to do so. The deputy had mentioned 
Lough Erne as a similar case. 

THE LOUGH ERNE CASE. 
What happened in the Lough Erne case 
i; much the same as what occurred in the 
Foyle case in the initial stages. The 
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Lough Erne Company prosecuted certain 
fishermen. The District Justice held that 
the question of title arose in the case, and 
decided that he had no jurisdiction, Then 
the Lough Erne Fishery Co. sought by man- 
damus to force the District Justice to up- 
hold them, but the District Justice’s decision 
was upheld on the question of title. 

I'he difference in the Lough Foyle case 
was that after the District Justice held 
that he had no jurisdiction the Irish Society 
did not seek a mandamus like ‘he Erne 
Co. He did not see how they could force 
them to proceed further. The Attorney- 
General only came in in the Erne case, when 
the Erne Fishery Co. took the case further. 


LOUGH FOYLE. 

There was no use of restating the case of 
Sa. ai Foyle fishermen. If they had 
a right he would welcome its establishment. 
The fishermen had, in fact, only started to 
exercise a right since about 1922. The 
Government had made representations that 
the Irish Society should proceed in the 
Saorstat Courts. The Irish Society could 
seek an injunction, and if a prima facie 
case was established, he had no doubt they 
could be successful. 

Mr. LYNCH, in reply, said that he be- 
lieved the measures taken to protect. the 
fisheries were fairly effective. Any measures 
that might be taken could not entirely stop 
poaching by gt any more than the 
employment of bailiffs by boards of Conser- 
vators along every yard of river would pre 
vent poaching. 


ECHOES OF THE 
BY-ELECTION.

Mr. DE VALERA called attention to the 
delay in coming to a decision on ibe applica- 
fon for a tariff on motor bodies, and said 
that the Government in adjourning the Dail 
for five months showed a want of considera- 
tion for this important industry, which was 
on its last legs. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the report on 
coach-building was nearly ready, and when it 
Was presented it would be considered bv the 
Executive Council. If the report was on lines 
that would require and permit of immediate 
action the Executive Council could arrange 
to have a meeting of the Dail for its con- 
s:deration. He expected that certain amend- 
ments would be made to the proposals before 
the Senate, and that it would be necessary to 
summon the Dail to consider them. The 
report of the Commission should be positive 
snd unanimous before the Executive Council 
weuld decide to take action. 

Mr. de VALERA said that he was not 
satisfied with the Minister’s statement and 
that he would vote against the adjournment. 

Mr. ALLEN (F.F., Wexford) said that he 
saw members of the Civic Guards posting 
Cumann na nGaedheal notices on the barrack 
wall during the recent by-election, and he 
knew that voters were intimidated from goinyz 
to the poil. 

USE OF ARMS. 
KENNEDY (F.F., Longford-West 
meath) complained about the use of arms 
during the recent election, especially at 
Street, and said that shots had been fired at a 
house by people in a car driven by one of the 
agents for the Government candidate. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
the Civic Guards were a force maintained hy 
the people of the country, irrespective of 
varty; and they should, as a force, be above 
party, and should exist for the purpose of 
maintaining law and order only. It appeared, 
however, that they had allowed them- 
selves to be used as the appendage 
of a political party. They heard many 
statements about “ gun bullies,’ but. here 
they had definite evidence from deputies of 
‘‘ gun builies,’’ paid by this State out of the 
taxpayers’ money, parading in public, with 
guns in their possession, firing shots and 
intimidating peaceful people in the exercise 
of the franchise. The Minister, he thought, 
was more responsible than any other indivi- 
dual in this country for any instability that 
might exist in the political life of the Free 
State at the moment, and he was more re- 
sponsible than anyone else for whatever 
danger of violent action there might be in 
the áise, 

GUARDS IMPARTIAL. 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that he was in Clonmellon from Wednes- 
day to Sunday morning, and was not brought 
into contact with any Guard. The Guards 
were absolutely impartial. The statement 
was untrue that there was any interference 
by the Guards in the booths, but there were 
from fifteen to twenty fellows in the booths 
intimidating everyone there. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’) said 
that from his experience in Longford aud 
Mullingar, he should say that the Guards 
carried out their duties in the ordinary way. 
He saw no interference with any party, and 
from his experience of general elections in 
Cork he never saw any interference with any 
party, and it was a good job they were out- 
side the booths. because their presence pre- 
vented a good deal of personation. | 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) referred 
to the cases of “political prisoners.” Their 
offences, he said, had been committed at a 
time when regrettable things occurred, and 
when the country was not in a normal state 
and for which they were all sorry now. 
Things were done which Republicans, 
members of the I.R.A., honestly believed 
were right, because they were acting under 
the orders of their superior officers. 

A good many years had passed now, and 
the time had come when these things should 
be forgotten, and the men who committed 
the crimes alleged against them should be 
released. He hoped that the Minister for 
Justice would be impartial, since he, unlike 
the Vice-President, Mr. Blythe, had not 
preached physical force. Mr. Blythe had 
preached that the young men should not 
stop until each had a gun and could shoot 
to kill. Those young men carried out that 
advice, and were doing long terms of im- 
prisonment for it. That was not fair. The 
Minister for Finance ought to be the first to 
plead for them on account of his responsi- 
bility for their position. These young men 
were not criminals, but were placed in 
solitary confinement, and were sometimes 
forced to consort with criminals of the lowest 
type whose crimes could not be inentioned 
in that House. 

WORK LEFT UNDONE. 

A number of bills had been promised them. 
The Minister for Justice promised to intro- 
duce a Town Tenants Bill, a promise which 
he subsequently repudiated. There were 
other bills, such as a Clean Milk Bill, 
Fisheries Bill, Road Traffic Bill, Dublin

CIVIL SERVICE 
“PROMOTIONS.

On the second reading stage of the Appro 
priation Biil, 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Boro’) re- 
called that about twelve morths ago he re- 
ferred to the position occupied by typists and 
shorthand-typists in the Civil Service. He 
said that the promises then made by the 
Minister as to the promotion of these people 
to higher grades had not been fnlfilled. Some 
time ayo he urged the setting up of a 
commission to inquire into the conditions in 
the service; and Tor the good of the service 
and of the country it would be well if such 
ar; investigation were carried out. He sug- 
gested that the Civil Service Representative 
Council should be reconstituted to make it 
more representative; for at present to say 
that it was representative was a misnomer. 
Giving a preference to university graduates 
was like setting up a caste, and that was not 
creditable to the Government, 

ROAD TRAFIC. 

Mr. MURFHY (Ind , Dublin Co.) asked if 
it was the imtention of the Government to 
n:troduce a bill dealing with the report of the 
Ir.ter-Departmental Bill on Road Traffic. This 
'ili had been promised them time and again, 
but nothing had been done. Meanwhile 
accidents were multiplying, and the ‘buses 
seemed to be a law unto themselves. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that shorthand-typists were not entitled to 
promotion, but in the past there had been a 
certain number of promotions. 

Mr. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.) protested 
against this treatment of shorthand-typists, 
while those of a lower branch, writing 
assistants, were entitled of right to promotion. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) urged 
the removal of the ban on promotions in the 
Civil Service. Referring to the Customs and 
Evcise. he said that a number of individuals 
were taken into the service without any 
previous experience of the work. 

Mr. BLYTITIE, referring to the question of 
promotions from the clerical to the executive 
grade said that there were so many of the 
clerical grade promoted that no person in that 
grade had any real grievance. He hoped it 
would not be long before they were able to 
resume these promotions on a small scale. 
With regard to promotions into the clerical 
grade from writing assistants, they felt that 
the time had come to make some promotions, 
and in the last week or so about twelve 
promotions had been made. The competition 
for the writing assistants class had been 
extraordinarily keen, and they had got girls 
whose standard of education was much higher 
than was necessary for the work.. 

He was not so anxious to have larce num- 
hers promoted to the clerical crade at present, 
as the quality was rather helow the standard, 
and it was preferred that it should be 
strengthened by the admission of candidates 
entering in the ordinary way—appropriate to 


‘the grade hy examination. 


The second reading was carried by 67 votes 
to 54. The remaining stages were passed 
without discussion

Last night in the House of Commons, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, as a criticism of the 
Government's policy for unemployment, 
moved a reduction on a vote of £1,500,000 
in Committee of Supply. His speech con- 
sisted of many gibes, most of them 
justified, at the Government's alleged 
efforts to remedy Britain’s outstanding 
evil, The departure of Mr. Thomas over- 
seas, the self-determined retreat of Sir 
Oswald Mosley to the back benches, and 
Mr. Lansbury’s new réle as an impresario 
of mixed bathing, all provided Sir Austen 
with-rich material for his ready wit, but 
the real burden of his complaint rested 
on surer grounds. He referred to the pro- 
posals for a non-party conference which 
would . deal with the unemployment 
question, and asked what its form, scope

Later, Mr. Lloyd George, with 
simple, if pathetic, loyalty to an 
eutworn creed, referred to this “' back- 
chat” and, determined to out-Herod 
Herod, said that he would like to see a 
return to the policy of two or three 
centuries ago. ‘‘We still have,” he 
continued, ‘‘ the largest export trade in 
Europe and, as far as manufactured goods 
are concerned, the largest export trade 
in the world.” The fact that this export 
trade has fallen sadly away in proportion 
to the world’s trade development is as 
nothing to Mr. Lloyd George compared 


| with his debating point; but Mr. Lloyd 


George recks little of facts. Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, in his reply to the 
spokesman of the Opposition, was bland, 
but not very helpful. One statement, 
however, was outstanding. “ The necessary 
information,’’ he said, “was ready for 
such a conference. It was information 
which could not be published broadcast 
and it covered every point which could 
arise.’ The motive for this secrecy does 
not appear to have been forthcoming, 
but much interest. was aroused by 
the news that a Committee of Civil 
Servants, under the presidency of Sir 
John Anderson, who had been Permanent 
Secretary of the Home Office, had been 
appointed to collate evidence for the con- 
ference. 

The matter is not unimportant, since 
the proposed conference, if the chief guide 
of its deliberations is to be a Civil Service 
report, will not be of much use. Never- 
theless, whatever the conference may re- 
commend, the Government and their 
Liberal supporters are not likely to adopt 
the only measure that can help to remedy 
unemployment. At the moment Socialists 
and Liberals are mor? in accord than ever, 
and the prime reason is not far to scek. 
A mauvaise honte forbids Labour to accept 
a Conservative policy, while a faith, un- 
faithful because it is out of date, keeps 
the Liberals falsely true to the doctrines 
of Cobden. The only serious suggestion 
from the Government benches was Mr. 
Macdonald’s project that much could be 
done by local authorities working in 
association with the Government. Much 
always can be done by these methods, but 
they are not adequate to cope with a 
situation so grave as that which exists 
to-day. A strange anomaly pervaded the 
debate; for a Socialist Prime Minister 
defended the existing condition of things 
against a Conservative. who. advocated 
a ‘root and branch’’ reform. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s motion finally was 
defeated by twenty-nine votes, and Labour, 
by a narrow margin, again has escaped 
defeat, .while Liberalism has lost another 
fragment of its entity as a separate party.

Linen Salesmen. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin’s remarks at the 
Advertising Club of Ulster’s annual meet- 
ing are full of significance for the linen 
industry. At present, he observed, the 
world suffers not from any scarcity of 
goods, but from over-production. Manu- 
facturers of every class of commodity are 


compelled to enter into competition with 


mercial maelstrom the chance of survival 
is far from great. Ulster’s linen industry 
has suffered severely. Recent years have 
seen not only the advent of numerous 
synthetic fabrics that can be produced at 
a vastly less cost, but the rise of a rival 
linen industry in many foreign countries. 
Admittedly, this foreign linen has not the 
peculiar excellence of that which comes 
from Ulster, but it is very definitely 
cheaper, and, to the uneducated eye, in 
no respect inferior. This misconception 


must be removed if Ulster linen is to 
regain its former position 
fabrics. Hitherto, its manufacturers have 
paid little enough attention to efficient 
marketing. They have printed excellent 
booklets, it is true, setting forth the 
virtues of their wares, and they have 
bedecked stands at most of the cross- 
Channel exhibitions with carefully chosen 
specimens. These methods, however, are 
but the alphabet of salesmanship. We 
grant that the manufacturers are at a 
disadvantage in comparison with pro- 
ducers of other goods, but that is largely 
their own fault. They act in concert 
instead of ‘‘ boosting ” their individual 
wares. The public of Britain and other 
countries dislikes anonymity, and will not 
react to an appeal to “ Buy Ulster Linen’”’ 
when it is not told specifically where 
Ulster linen can be obtained. Modern 
methods are needed in a world where 
effective. salesmanship and advertising 
make all the difference between prosperity 
and defeat. Mr, George Marshall repri- 
manded the business men of Belfast on 
their failure to recognise this fact, and 
Mr. Devlin pointed out a way of salvation. 
He suggested that the linen interests 
ought to educate an army of young, 
intelligent and enterprising men as. 
‘* missionaries.”’ Not only must these 
ambassadors possess the art of attracting 
customers, but they must have. so 
thorough a knowledge oí linen and the 
lihen industry that they will be able to 
analyse and. examine. goods for the

The county 
libraries already are doing excellent work 
throughout the country, and the muni- 
ficence of the late Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
has brought the masterpieces of world 
literature to the door-steps of our humblest 
citizens. The Irish people are fond of 
reading. Despite the censorship—official 
and unofficial—they have a love of good 
books, and the familiarity of the country 
folk with the English classics often 
surprises the student of literature, Public 
libraries are a boon to the people, 
Naturally, they are abused by those 
persons who use them merely for the 
purpose of studying the latest racing news 
in the daily Press ; but throughout Ireland 
—in the Six Counties, as well as in the 
Free State—there is a multitude of serious 
readers who take the fullest advantage of 
the facilities for study which the public 
jibraries afford. In County Dublin there 
is a stock of 35,000 books serving a popula- 
tion of 80,483 people. These books are 
delivered by van to 130 centres in the 
county, and on an average forty centres 
are visited every month. More than 40,000 
volumes were issued in Wexford last year, 
while in Leix the issue reached the 
high figure of 95,000. Evidently the 
library movement in Ireland is flourishing. 
Everybody who is interested in letters will 
wish it well, and we are very glad that 
the Library Association now has an official 
organ. There is no better antidote to 
ignorance and prejudice than the reading 
of good books; the Ireland of to-day is 
sorely in need of such an antidote,

Ascot’s Deluge. 


The vagaries of the British climate re 
demonstrated in dramatic fashion yester- 
day when, after a long spell of summer 
weather, a violent thunderstorm broke 
over these islands. D-lin was taken 
completely by surprise. The morning was 
delightfully fine; but in the afternoon 
there was a heavy downpour, which lasted 
for some hours. Ireland's inconvenience. 
however, was a small matter compared 
with England’s visitation. Yesterday was 
the great day at Ascot. The races began 
in glittering style before the King and 
Queen, and, if the weather had held, 
Royal Ascot would have achieved an un- 
paralleled success. Unfortunately, the 
meeting was interrupted by one of the 
fiercest storms of recent years. The race 
for the Gold Cup was run in a downpour, 
and afterwards the meeting was aban- 
doned for the day. Thunder and lightning 
preceded the deluge, and there was a wild 
scurry for shelter when the rain began. 
The lightning was so severe that one man 
was killed and another was injured. 
Frocks to the value of many thousands of 
pounds were ruined; for every woman 
makes a point of being well dressed at 
Ascot, and this year the gowns were 
particularly chic. Reports from the course 
state that the confusion was indescribable. 
Reautifully clad women were transformed 
in the twinkling of an eye into bedraggled 
figures, drenched to the sin, tucir proud 
finery soaked into rags by the merciless 
torrent. In a few minutes the gayest 
creations of the Rue de la Paix, upon 
which so much loving care had been ex- 
pended, were reduced to the common level 
of the dish-cloth, and the work of months 
was undone in an almost incredibly short 
apace of time. The postponed races will 
be run to-day and to-morrow; but nothing 
can compensate the women for the cruel 
havoc that was wrought among their 
frocks. Many of the stately homes of 
England were gloomy places last night; 
for the destruction of a smart gown to a 
woman must be ranked among the major 
tragedies of life.

VOCATIONAL BILL

| LONDON LETTER 


A STORMY ASCOT.

There were fewer long frocks at Ascot 
to-day; for the threat of rain was over 
everything, and all the women were carry- 
ing raincoats to cover their dresses in tha 
event of a fall. Shortly after noon there 
was a slight thunderstorm with a sharp 
shower of rain, and the frocks disappeared 
at once. The paddock, usually the meet- 
ing’s gayest centre, became a parade of 
mackintoshes, and the plainness of these 
useful garments contrasted curiously with 
the masses of lace and silks that had been 
seen a few minutes before, A huge 
tarpaulin had to be laid over a section of 
the Grand Stand adjacent to the Rov:! 
Box, which was struck by lightning last 
night. The afternoon’s sport was ruined 
by a succession of thunderstorms, accom- 
panied by tremendous rains, and after tha 
race for the Roya] Hunt Cup racing was 
abandoned for the day. One of the storms 
was the worst experienced at Ascot for 
thirty years, the thunder being almost 
continuous, and a bookmaker was struck 
and killed by lightning. Many ladies 
had their dresses ruined, while tha 
— to the course became a sea of 
mud. 


London's Weather. 


London was quite demoralised this 
morning after the heavy storms of the 
early hours and the preceding evening. 
Floods were reported from all parts, and 
in several places people were driven from 
their homes In the Notting Dale district 
thirty people had to spend the night in a 
Mission Hall. Between four and five 
o'clock sleep was banished from most 
homes by the terrible peals of thunder and 
the heavy rains, and for nearly three- 
quarters of an hour the thunder was 
almost incessant. Later, between nino 
and ten o’clock, there was another storm, 
almost tropical in violence, accompanied 
by heavy rain, and the streets were flooded 
with the rushing waters. A great number 
of houses and places were struck by light- 
ning during the storms. The afternoon 
saw a succession of storms, some of 
which were very violent 


The Commons's Long Sitting. ‘ 


Only the need to prepare an Order 
Paper for the usual sitting, to be held 
later, prevented the House of Commons 
from sitting indefinitely. The sitting. 
which was one of the longest of recent 
years, lasted nearly twenty-one and a half 
hours, and when it is recalled how very 
tamely the proceedings opened yesterday 
the liveliness of the debate throughout the 
night wil! seem somewhat surprising. 
Tempers became frayed and thin, and 
there were many bitter exchanges between 
Mr. Snowden, Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and Mr. Churchill. When the proceed- 
ings were drawing to a close somebody 
blew a police whistle and the shrill blast 
echoed throughout the House. Members 
shouted angrily, but the culprit was not 
recognised. 


Electoral Reform, 


Once again there are rumours about the 
proceedings of the Ullswater Conference 
on Electoral Reform, and it is said that 
the Conference virtually has proved abor- 
tive, since it is unlikely to make recom- 
mendations of any kind, particularly in 
regard to alterations of the system of 
voting at present in use. It is suggested 
that the members of the Conference have 
been able to reach agreement on scarcely 
any point. If this is so, the blame is due 
to the manner in which these Conferences 
are set up; for they consist of representa- 
tives of each party, who do little save to 
advance the views of that party and 
attack the views held by the others. On 
a point so delicate as electoral reform, it 
would hawe been wiser to have set up a 
ctalealies of scholars or scientists. [| 
is said that the Liberals on the Commis 
sion urged proportional representation 
and that this was opposed strenuously bh" 
the other parties, while the Socialists 
suggested the alternative vote, which the 
Liberals condemned. 


Mr. Macdonald’s Lieutenants. 


In Labour circles it is remarked that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, having lost Sir 
Oswald Mosley as his general factotum, 
has replaced him by Lord de la Warr, 
who now haunts Downing street and 
the Prime Minister’s room at the House 
of Commons. In this connection, it °s 
notable that a Labour demonstration wil! 
be held in the grounds of Buckhurst 
Castle, the country house of the Earl de 
la V rr, on July 26th, when Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald will make a great fighting 
speech for the whole of his party. During 
his tenure of the Premiership, Mr 
Macdonald has had a_ succession of 
lieutenants from the intelligentsia—Lord 
Noel Buxton, Sir Oswald 
Mosley, and Lord de la Warr. Mr. 
Macdonald’s motive in the choosing 0! 
such men for the go-between work whic! 
necessarily must be carried out can pe 
understood easily. Tact is frequently an 
accomplishment not possessed by Labour 
mem bers. 


An Event ai Portmarnock. 


The British Ladies’ Golf Championship 
next year will be played on the course 0!

THREE MEN DROWNED. 


Three men were drowned in the New 
Mills district, fourteen miles from Man- 
chester. Mr. John Ollerenshaw, landlord 
of the Little Mill Inn at Rowarth, New 
Mills, was attempting to get through the 
back door of the hotel when he was cgrried 
away by the river, which had overflowed 
its banks. His body was recovered later. 
Charles Gannon, who was staying at a 
lodging house near the river at New Mills 
was washed away. His body has not been 
recovered, Peter Warburton (72) was 
working in a rope works at Charlesworth, 
New Mills, when water rushed in and 
trapped him. His body was recovered 
shortly afterwards. 

Many houses in the lower part of New 
Mills were flooded, and children had to be 
rescued by ladders from bedroom windows. 
Police Constable Millward swam through 
the flood and rescued some of the chil- 
dren. An iron girder bridge leading to a 
foundry was washed away with a portion 
of the offices, and another bridge at the 
bottom of New Mills, and near a 
Wesleyan chapel, had part of its parapet 
swept away. 

At Manchester three-quarters of an 
inch of rain fell within an hour, and road 
traffic and trains were delayed by flood- 
ing. A landslide occurred at Bredbury. 
near Manchester. 

At Stockport a wholesale grocer’s ware- 
house was struck. 

Maidenhead Police Station was struck 
by lightning. One of the towers was 
smashed, and the brick work fell into a 
portion of the courtroom below and put 
out of action the electrical fire alarm 
apparatus. 

At Leigh, Lancs., floods penetrated into 
several mills, and the operatives had to 
cease work for the day. The Leigh, 
Lancs., Fire Brigade was called out to a 
house stated to have been set on fire 
through the lead-in wire of a wireless set 
being struck by lightning. A man driving a 
horse was struck by lightning, and con- 
veyed to the Leigh Infirmary suffering 
from shock. Other houses and property 
in the same district was damaged by 
lightning.

MORE TO FOLLOW. 


Reports of severe local storms and heavy 
rainfall poured into the Air Ministry from 
all over the British Isles. No part of the 
country seemed to have escaped. Local 
storms will probably continue all over the 
country, an Air Ministry official told a 
reporter last night. There is a very 
definite chance: at the moment, but it 1s 
hardly likely that the storms will last for 
more than another twenty-four hours. 

Serious flooding and dislocation of traffic 
was general all over London. On the 
L.M.S. Railway both tracks of the electric 
system between Midway Park and Dalston 
were flooded during the afternoon, and 
traffic was suspended for nearly half-an- 
hour. 

SCENES AT STATIONS. 

Chaotic scenes were witnessed at some of 
the London underground stations, where 
thousands of passengers arrived to find 
that their trains were not running. 
Harassed officials attempted to answer 
dozens of questions at once, and were 
jostled hither and thither by the excited 
crowds. 7 

The press was so great at London Bridge 
Station that there was a danger at one 
time of people being forced on to the line. 
When, after two hours, a skeleton service 
was introduced there were as many as 
eighteen to twenty people in a carriage.

STORM IN DUBLIN.

Yesterday afternoon a violent thunder- 
storm broke over Dublin and continued 
for a considerable time. The forenoon and 
carly afternoon had been fine, but shortly 
before 4 o'clock the clouds darkened, and 
without further warning rain came down 
in torrents. 

Loud peals of thunder followed, accom- 
panied by vivid flashes of lightning, which 
completely lighted up the streets, and 
people fled in all directions in search of 
ehelter.

In Grafton street a number of basements 
suffered from flooding, but not to any great 
extent. 

At the coast watering places there was 
little to show that a violent storm was 
raging a few miles away.

“It is true that the lesson could be 


and providing for the very  specia 
circumstances of the Indian case. It is 
true that many Indian statesmen tend to 
disregard or to minimise the enormous 
difficulties to be overcome in the case of 
India; but the growth of this belief in 
self-government in so many Indians, and 
of the hope that it may one day be 
attained, is in itself an achievement 
brought about by the power of an idea 
which Britain had spread throughout the 
world, and which is Britain’s greatest con- 
tribution to the art of government. 

“ We Britishers should never forget 
that it is the teachings of our own 
political philosophy, the spread of a 
knowledge of our own literature, and the 
deliberate declarations of our own states- 
men which have developed the powerful 
Ísrcés in India which go by the name of 
the Nationalist movement. It is only 
folly and ignorance to pretend that the 
coming of Britain to India did not confer 
upon that distracted continent many 
things which it seems utterly to have lost ; 
and no serious student can deny the great- 
ness of the achieve:-ent which Britain has 
thus accomplished. 

“ But it would be a still finer achieve- 
ment to contribute our own experience 
and our own constructive statesmanship 
to the progress of India towards the goal 
that has been set before us. She cannot 
reach it alone; she cannot arrive at self- 
government through chaos; she cannot 
reach it by repeating some general 
formula without facing and overcoming the 
difficulties which a mere formula does 
nothing to remove. 

WHAT INDIA NEEDS. 

Great as has been the contribution 
which Britain has already made to India’s 
material progress, India now needs more 
than ever the understanding help of 
Britain to achieve her ultimate destiny. 
If she will co-operate in the task we in 
Britain have a contribution to make which 
we must make with sympathy, friendship 
and understanding.” 

Sir John said that the Indian Commis- 
sion had to investigate and describe the 
working of the system of Indian Govern- 
ment set up some ten years ago, and they 
were to report whether, and to what 
extent, it is desirable to establish in 
British India the principle of responsible 
Government, or to extend, modify, or 
restrict the degree of responsible govern- 
ment now existing. That would be the 
main topic of their second volume. 

“he task which we have been set is 
admittedly a very difficult one, and there 
will be much discussion before a decision 
is reached. Both those who are anxious 
to see a rapid advance to more complete 
self-government in India and those who 
fear the dangers of going forward too 
swiftly will have much to say, and we 
shall find, of course, that criticism, how- 
ever useful and well informed, is easier 
than construction.” 

The first part of the report provided a 
survey as fair and impartial as they could 
make it. The second part, which was to 
be published next Tuesday, was a volume 
of about equal length, containing the 
comments which seemed to them to be 
suggested by the survey, and putting for- 
ward their unanimous recommendations 
on all important points.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Another resounding market crash echoed 
through the sombre and draughty canyons 
of the Wall street district to-day. During 
the early hours of trading prices a 
toppling dizzily over, and dropping 5 to 
30 points. Once again the overworked 
ticker was over two hours behind the 
market, while the sales exceeded seven and 
a half million—the second ‘largest day for 
the year. 

A moderate rally served to allay the 
fears of panic-stricken traders early in 
the afternoon, and about half the previous 
declines were wiped out. The rally was 
partly due to a recovery in the Chicago 
wheat pit, where the early losses of about 
four cents a bushel were reduced to less 
than two. 

United States Steel, which has been so 
often used to bolster up a tottering market, 
declined 156. This is attributed to the 
pessimistic reviews of the steel industry 
issued by the financial houses, 

A fierce argument is at present going 
on in the newspapers as to whether the 
signing of the new tariff is responsible or 
not for the sickening blows which have 
rocked Wall street of recent weeks. 

Democrats claim that the bouleversement 
of business has been caused by the enor- 
mously increased rates. while Republicans, 
on the other hand, maintain that the 
settlement of the long-pending tariff affair 
has had a calming effect on business and 
industry. In the meantime unfortunate 
speculators are being eliminated by 
hundreds, as the harassed brokers become 
every day more exigent in their demands 
to have margin accounts covered. 


MALTESE CRISIS. 


BISHOPS’ STRONG 
LANGUAGE 


LORD STRICKLAND AT 
CABINET MEETING.

MALTA, Wednesday, 

The Bishop of Gozo, in a circular just 
issued, denounces ‘‘ the anti-clerical cam- 
paign which continues in all its bare- 
facedness.”’ ‘* Protestantism,’’ it is de- 
clared, “‘exploiting the present situation, 
and intensifying its destructive propa- 
ganda by the subversive Press, has had 
recourse to other means to conduct its 
corruptive and nefarious work—namely, 
by the publication of leaflets full of anti- 
Christian poison, directed specially 
against the ecclesiastical authorities. The 
moment is grave in every sense.’’ 

The Bishop goes on to exhort the faith- 
ful to prayers, and denounces the 
Church’s “ ungrateful and degenerate 
sons.”’ 

Finally, the circular condemns, under 
penalty of mortal sin, the distribution, 
retention and reading of all publications 
emanating from the Tain Printing Press. 

THE ARCHBISHOP’S CIRCULAR. 

The Archbishop of Malta issues a 
circular on much the same lines. He 
deplores ‘‘the times we are passing 
through,’’ which call for special prayers 
te God, and he recalls the riotous scenes 
outside St. John’s on Whit Sunday, 
‘‘ when the enemies of our religion went 
so far as to profane the Temple of God 
in the most sacrilegious manner at the 
most sacred time of the Holy Sacrifice.’’ 
His Grace denounces Protestantism, 
which, he says, is taking advantage of 
the political tension to become bolder and 
more unblushing. He puts a like ban to 
the Bishop of Gozo’s on the Moon Press, 
and finally enjoins the faithful to obey 
the police orders against demonstrations 
and gatherings.

THE SIMON REPORT. 


INDIAN REACTIONS. 


——— 


The Times of to-day observes in a leading | 


article :—A full week has since the 
publication in this country and in India 


of the first part of the Report of the 


Indian Statutory Commission. There are 
no signs of any diminution of the interest 
which its appearance aroused ; on the con- 
trary, it has come to be recognised every- 
where in this country to be one of those 
great State documents which no one 
professing an interest in Imperial affairs 
can afford to leave unread. No Blue 
Book or official report of recent years has 
appealed to a wider circle of readers, and 
the Stationery Department and the Indian 
Office between them have incurred some 
not undeserved criticism for their failure 
to foresee a demand for this political best- 
seller, which has altogether exceeded the 
supply. 

After referring to certain hostile Hindu 


criticism, The Times proceeds:—Not all 


Hindu newspapers, however, show the 
same studied indifference. Less extreme 
elements and the organ of the powerful 
Justice Party in Madras, which is now 
broadening its basis to include Brahmins 
in its ranks, approve the criticisms of 
dyarchy which the Report contains, and 
even express the hope that the recom- 
mendations may not be so reactionary 
after all. In other quarters the recogni- 
tion of Federalism as the true means of 
Indian union is gaining ground. Very 
significant, too, after the public declara- 
tion of many politicians that the 
Simon Report would be dead when 
ublished, is the demand in all parts of 
hdia for the report. Even more than in 
this country, the demand has outrun the 
supply, and it is amusing to learn from 
our Simla Correspondent that some of 
those who boycotted the Simon Commission 
are now grumbling at the lack of foresight 
of the authorities, which has prevented 
them from securing copies. 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Still speaking broadly, the men who 
count for most are waiting for the second 
volume in a silence broken by occasional 
vaticinations. . Behind the scenes attempts 
are being made, sometimes through rather 
unexpected agencies, to minimise its 
importance in advance. Stress is laid on 


' the fact that its recommendations will not 


be binding upon Parliament, or upon the 
representatievs of the British Government, 
of the Indian States and of British India, 
who will take part in the conference this 
autumn. No one in this country, or for 
that matter in India, ever asserted the 
contrary. The members of the Commission 
did not visit India as judges. But they 
did represent the three British Parlia- 
mentary parties and the two Houses, and 
their agreement in their study of Indian 
conditions, and in their recommendations 
based on that study, is proportionately 
authoritative and impressive. 

It is this unanimity that gives their 
report an exceptional value, and those 
Indian leaders who prefer to wait for the 
second volume might more profitably 
employ their leisure in a critica] examina- 
tion of the first.

The House of Commons last night dis- 
cussed the Government’s policy in regard 
to unemployment on a vote of £1,500,000 
in Committee of Supply. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain introduced the subject by 
moving a reduction of the vote, and the 
other speakers’ included the Prime 
Minister and Mr, Lloyd George. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that since 
the subject of unemployment was last dis- 
cussed the machinery that had been set 
up a year ago for the purpose of dealing 
with unemployment had been scrapped. 
The Lord Privy Seal had departed over- 
seas. The then Chancellor of the Duchy 
had retired to the back benches. The 
First Commissioner of Works was more 
occupied with mixed bathing than with 
unemployment — (laughter) — while the 
Under-Secretary for Scotland might still 
be concerned with unemployment, but the 
result of his efforts was not apparent to 
anybody. (Laughter.) The Prime Minister 
was substituting for this old machinery 
some new Committee, as yet undefined, of 
which they had no information, except 
that he himself proposed to preside over it. 

With regard to proposals for a non- 
party conference, Sir Austen said he was 
not surprised that the Prime Minister 
showed himself a little coy before Mr. 
Lloyd George’s wooing, because they did 
not want the same thing. Mr, Lloyd 
George desired to share power with re- 
yA ae while the Prime Minister 

esired to share responsibility while re- 
taining all power. (Opposition cheers.) 

Before going further into the matter he 
should like to know what measure of free- 
dom the Prime Minister proposed to allow 
to such a conference, and whether he 
would be prepared to carry out its de- 
cisions. Further, he asked was the busi- 
ness of the conference to be done in the 
conference or on the back stair. (Opposi- 
tion cheers. ) , 

NO NEW IDEA. 

He saw the Prime Minister’s public 
utterances on ur2?mployment; no new 
idea—only suggestions of more work of 
the kind already tried, only palliatives 
for the moment, and an extension of the 
burden on the future. They were to con- 
tinue the use of drugs which might be 
necessary, but which could only have an 
undermining effect on the constitution. 
The Government had no policy either for 
agriculture or industry. There was an 
imperative necessity, not for patch-work 
remedies and feeble palliatives, but for a 
review of our whole economic and national! 
policy. (Hear, hear.) The problem of 
unemployment was the problem of finding 
markets for the goods we produced and 
had to sell. (Hear, hear.) Some of the 
markets were out of our control; but one 
was within our control, and that was the 
home market. (Opposition cheers.) We 
were doing nothing to restore that market 
to our own people, nor were we doing any- 
thing to secure a reasonable share of trade 
in foreign markets in return for the free- 
dom we gave to foreigners to enter our 
market. 

Sir H. Samuel (Liberal, Darwen)—We 
share in all the advantages that other 
countries give. 

Sir A. Chamberlain—That is the voice 
of the middle of last century, (Opposition 
cheers.) Continuing, he said that the 
Dominions, where they could not supply 
their own needs, preferred to take our 
goods; but no effort was being made to 
develop reciprocal trade with the 
Dominions. 


PRIME MINISTER'S 
STATEMENT. 
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AIMS OF THE CONFERENCE, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said that while 
changes were being made in the machinery 
for dealing with the unemployment 
problem, he hoped it would be clearly 
understood that the work of Mr. J. H. 
Thomas in reorganising our _ industrial 
position was being, and would be, con- 
tinued. It was necessary to prepare 
British industries to take their due share 
in the world’s consumption of goods, so 
soon as things became more normal. — 
While, however, this work was being 
done there was the present problem oí 
unemployment to be dealt with, and Sit 
Austen Chamberlain did not seem to him 
to . opreciate this at all. A great deal of 
good work could still be done by local 
authorities in association with the Govern- 
ment, and he hoped that the conference 
just held would prove to be one of the 
most important steps recently taken from 
the point of view of short-time attempts 
to deal with the unemployment problem. 


THE PROPOSED CONFERENCY. 


With regard to proposals for a non- 
party conference on unemployment, Mr. 
Macdonald: said that this was no attempt 
to form either a two-party or a three-party 
coalition. He did not know what Sir 
Austen Chamberlain meant by his allusion 
to back-stairs decisions. It should be 
hardly necessary to inform him that the 
invitations sent to two distinguished 
members of the House were not sent to 
promote back-stairs influence, but for the 

urpose of getting together with such 
riends and helpers as they chose, within 
reasonable limits, and putting their ideas 
into a common pool, with the hope of 
coming to a measure of agreement which 
would enable important. legislation to go 
through the House with celerity. So far 
as final decisions were concerned, the 
responsibility must remain’ with the 
Government. The necessary information 
was ready for such a conference. It — 
information which could not be publishe 
broadcast, and it covered every point 
which could arise.

THE N.A.C.A. AND ULSTER

athletes affiliated to the N.A. and C.A. of Ireland 
forms an interesting topic of conversation among 
Irish athletic officials.

“18th June, 1930. 


Dean Sir,—The attention of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the National Athletic and Cycling Asso- 
ciation of Ireland has been drawn to a statement 
printed in the Belfast Telegranh of June 4th. 1930, 
purporting to be signed by Mr. Herbert Neill. It 
appears to be an attempt to intimidate athletes 
and clubs in Northern Ireland into recognising the 
authority of the Northern Ireland Amateur 
Athletic and Cross-country Association by a gross 
mis-statement of the international position as 
regards the control of athietica in that area. 

“The * Handbook of the International. Amateur 
Athletic Federation’ shows in the list of members 
of the Federation: ‘Ireland, National Athletic and 
Cycling Association of Ireland.’ No alteration in 
the status of the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association has h considered or proposed by 
the Federation since the admission of Ireland 
many years ago. At the recent Congress of the 
Federation at Berlin Ireland was represented by 
the President of the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association, who was registered as the representa- 
tive of Ireland. No question was raised as to 
his authority, and when votes were taken he was 
called on as ‘Ireland,’ and his vote recorded as 
‘Ireland.’ Had the representatives of the Amateur 
Athletic Association desired to question his status 
they had ample opportunity to do 60, 

“It is to be noted also that in the handbook 
and other documents of the Federation the 
Amateur Athletic Association appears as the 
representative Association for ' Great Britain’ only 
and not, as Mr, Neill euggests, for the ‘ United 
Kingdom.’ > 

“In its recent attempted intrusion into Ireland, 
the Amateur Athletic Association is acting in 
defiance of one of the fundamental rules of the 
International Amateur Athletic Federation. 

Rule 7 states -— 

“Associations affiliated with the Federation 
shall acknowledge each other as the only 
legislative authorities for athletics in the 
respective countries, and as the only organ- 
isations authorised to regulate international 
agreements in athletice.’’ 

“ Moreover, in purporting to commit the control 
of athletics in Northern Ireland to the Northern 
Jreland Association the Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion is acting in breach of the constitution of tho 
International Amateur Athletic Association in that 
the latter only recognises amateur bodies, and the 
Northern Association, in go far as it admits profes 
#ional football clubs as constituent members, can 
not be regarded as an amateur body. 

‘The international position at the moment is :— 
(13) The only governing body recognised by the 
International Amateur Athletic Federation for Tre- 
land is the National Athletic and Cycling Associa- 
tion. (2) The intrusion of the Amateur Athletic 
Association is irregular, ultra rires, and in defiance 
af its obligations to the International Amateur 
Athletic Association. (3) Its decisiong as regards 
athletics in Northern Ireland are not binding on 
other members of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation 

“Tt is hardly necessary to add that it is for 
ihe athletes and clubs of Northern Ireland to 
decide whether they will submit to be transferred 
against their will to a jurisdiction distasteful to 
them, or retain the full international status they 
now possess, rather than seek a status by the 
grace of the Amateur Athletic Association, for, as 
Mr. Neill rightly points out, the Amateur Athletic 
Agsociation denies to Nortitern Ireland both 
eeparate entity and international status.

Commodity Prices and Security 


Values. 


In regard to railway securities, it is more 
difficult to speak. The world-wide set-back 
to commercial prosperity is being reflected in 
trafie eceipts, which in some cases are 
appalling:y bad. Dividends must be reduced, 
and holders of the securities must exercise 
the virtue of patience. How long the black 
cloud will hang over the market it is impos- 
sible to say, The first signs of recovery will 
come with a decided and lasting improve- 
ment in the commodity market; for the more 
the matter is studied the closer appears to be 
the connection between commodity prices and 
Stock Exchange security values. What is 
now being witnessed is something in the 
nature of a repetition of the conditions which 
obtained as a result of the various untoward 
events of last year, such as the slump in 
New York and the Hatry crisis. The more 
speculative securities ave fallen very 
severely, and in order to meet the heavy 
losses jnvolved it is necessary to sell things 
that can be disposed of without unduly 
lowering the" prices. Hence we have lately 
seen weakness in insurance shares, bank 
issues and various miscellaneous descriptions 
that are not directly influenced by the fresh 
collapse in Wall street. 


The Monetary Situation. 


So much have markets been influenced by 
other causes that the altered aspect of the 
money market has not attracted much atten- 
tion, but it is an additional factor. in the 
situation.

NEW COMMITTEE AT WORK. 


Lord Kylsant, presiding at the annual 
meeting of the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company, at the Cannon Street Hotel, 
london, yesterday, spoke of the arrangement 
for obtaining outside advice on the financial 
position of the company and its allied and 
subsidiary companies. The earnings for the 
first half of last year showed improvement 
over those for the previous year. 

Lord Kylsant said:—‘' The prime cost of 
the whole fleet to build was over 
£106,000,000, and the vessels are written 
down in the books as at January 1, 1930, to 
£52 ,000,000 

WRITING DOWN THE FLEET. i 

“ On the basis of the depreciation that is 
allowed to shipping companies by. the 
Inland Revenue authorities, which a life-long 
experience as a ship-owner has shown me to 
be a correct basis of depreciation, this fleet 
need only have been written down to 
£58,000,000, so that we have erred on the 
conservative side to the extent of having 
written down the fleet by over £6,000,000 
in excess of the standard of the Inland 
Revenue authorities.”’ 

As at. January 1, 1930, the total reserve 
funds of the Royal Mail group of shipping 
companies amounted to over £8,950,000; the 
insurance funds aggregated over £3,650,000, 
while other reserves and profits and loss 
account balances totalled over £2,650,000, 
making altogether £15,250,000. 

BIG PROFITS. 

Shipping- has been passing through an 
abnormally difficult period in the last. few 
vears, and you may, therefore, be interested 
to know that during the last four years the 
gross profits of the Royal Mail group of 
shipping companies, before charging interest 
on depreciation, have averaged, even in these 
difficult times, over £5,000,000 per annum. 

Dealing with the company’s financial posi- 
tion, Lord Kylsant said:—‘‘On the 19th 
May, 1930, we called a conference of our 
bankers and representatives of the Trade 
Facilities Act Advisory Committee and the 
Government of Northern Ireland, when I 
placed before them full information as to the 
position of the group. 

THE NEW COMMITTEE, 

A small committee was appointed, which, 
after going very fully into the whole posi- 
tion, reported to a meeting of the conference 
of bankers, held on June 10th, as a result of 
which it was arranged that this committee, 
consisting of Mr. F. lIyde, managing 
director of the Midland Bank, Limited; 
Brigadier-General Maxwell, managing partner 
in Glyn, Mills and Company, and 
Sir William McClintock, should confer 
with the Court of Directors of the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company and with the 
Board of Directors of its various subsidiary 
and allied companies on matters relating to 
management, administration and finance, 
while the Chairman of the Trades Facilities 
Act Advisory Committee, Sir William 
Plender, will come into consultation with the 
committee. In addition, an invitation was 
extended to the Right Hon. Walter Runciman, 
M.P., to join the board of the various 
shipping companies. This committee wil! 
retain office until December 3lst next, unless 
that period is extended. In the meantime, 
arrangements have been made with the 
Trades Facilities Act Advisory Committee 
and the Government of Northern Ireland to 
continue their facilities, and with the 
discount houses to continue the financial 
accommodation they have offered to the 
group. My colleagues and I wish to express 
cordial appreciation of the friendly and 
helpful spirit in which the members of the 
committee have dealt with the position, and 
to assure them of their desire to work in the 
fullest co-operation with them in regard to all 
matters on whicn it will be necessary to confer 
together. 

CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE.

- WHEAT—BEEF—MILK. 


DIVERGING AGRICULTURAL 


POLICIES. 


HE peoples of Great Britain, whose farm- 

I ing problems differ sharply, n-t, only as 
between England and Wales or En ba 

and Scotland, but even from farm to farm, 
are being offered divergent policies by those 
politicians who compete for the agricultural 
vote. As it is possible that one of these 
policies, or a compromise of them on a three- 


orm British farming, with consequent re- 
actions on [rish agriculture, it is to the 
interests of Irish farmers and their friends 
to think them out. Mr. Baldwin’s speech, 
as the latest, and most clearly outlined, 
raises, for instance, issues on which Ireland, 
irrespective of State and Party, must do its 
own thinking. He sees in wheat the key to 
English farming, and is prepared to give a 
guaranteed price for wheat, the figure to be 
arrived at after consultation with the farm- 
ing interests involved. 

Resiising the amazement produced 
amongst English farmers, when the 
legislative promise of a former Government 
was deliberately broken by the repeal of the 
guaranteeing Act, his pledge is to be 
redeemable over an agreed period of years. 
Oats, too, are to have the protection of his 
party, not necessarily, indeed, tariff protec- 
tion, but the prohibition of dumped imports ; 
if treaties stand in the way they can be de- 
nounced. In respect of barley, he is pre- 
pared to go a step further and try an import 
duty. But the importation of milk (and 
presumably milk products) cannot, he is con- 
vinced, be stopped; the towns would not 
stand for any form of protection in these food 
products, We are not concerned we” now 
with the feasibility oí these proposais or the 
support they may receive, but their import- 
ance, if adopted, in modifying Irish agricul- 
tural policy demands consideration. 


Rural Needs and Urban Demands. 


On another aspect of his policy Mr. Bald- 
win was less specific than Mr. Lloyd George, 
who, when interviewed earlier in the month, 
declared in favour of compulsory marketing. 
Mr. Baldwin holds that compulsion cannot 
be applied by the State, and applauds the 
National Farmers’ Union policy of inquiry 
into the possibility of farmers applying it 
themselves—-presumably under State aegis, 
but on the farmers’ own initiative. There 1s 
another point, too, on which Mr. Baldwins 
view seems to differ from that of either of 
the oppositions. If Mr. Lloyd George speaks, 
as we assume, for the Liberal view, and Mr. 
Johnson, Under-Secretary for Scotland, for 
the Government's, we my expect to find the 
new Minister for Agriculture attempting to 
set up a Wheat Import Board, unless the 
urban vote becomes vocally hostile or the three 
British parties come together and frame a 
common policy. This possibility is being en- 
visaged by the party leaders. _ 

Meanwhile, so far as wheat is concerned, 
Mr, Baldwin’s speech has had the cordial er. 
dorsement of the National Farmers’ Union ; 
and although we have been credibly informed 
that that body does not adequately repre- 
sent the average working English farmer, it 
is a not unimportant force in the manufac- 
ture of agricultural opinion. Should farming 
opinion in England speak with two voices, 
while the English artisan emphatically insists 
on cheap cereals, cheap milk and cheap meat, 
nothing may be done. 

Scotland, less interested in wheat as a key 
to the position than in the marketing¥of 
potatoes and milk, is insistent that something 
must be done. It will not be surprising if a 
move is made to establish a milk pool on a 
majority vote of the milk producers, That is 
already the policy of the Scottish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society, and it seems to 
have found favour in high places. 


Key Industries and Irish Farming. 
When Mr. Baldwin informed his Wickham 
audience of what they know only too well, 
that identical agricultural policies are not 
always suitable even to different portions of 
the same farm; he might have been speaking 
for Ireland, jn spite of the smallness of our 
average holdings. Here, if there is a key, 1* 
is not wheat, but milk; if there is a second, 
it is beef, cattle and ‘‘ stores.’” But is there! 
We realise, of course, that the cattle industry 
as a whole is our createst asset, but in some 
districts the key which unlocks the dairying 
industry locks the beef-cattle industry, or 
at the least makes effective access difficult. 
In several, improved access to the industries, 
based on milk and milk-products, admits the 
producer to a wider command of the pig and 
bacon industries. In other places these com- 
plications are either absent or may be ignored. 
Farming is a subject on which, becanse 
dogmatism is difficult, policy may well be ten- 
tative ; but the two proposed English policies, 
or a compromise between them, although thev 
can scarcely fail in some degree to affect Irish 
farming, are not likely immediately to injure 
it. Mr. Baldwin's repudiation of protection 
for the milk industry should mean that the 
vight of free entry for Irish butter and milk 
products into Britain wil] not be interfered 
with, As these stood at over four 
and a half. millions sterling for 
1929, about a tenth of our total exports 
and over a quarter of our food exports, the 
importance of this is obvious. Even “ Empire 
preference ’’ is of much less value to us than 
the continuance of the privilege of free ex- 
rt, which we now enjoy. 
On the other hand, a policy of preference 
in Britain for British cereals would only affect 
us if a barley tariff seriously reacted upon 
our exports of drink. Our exports of cereals 
and feeding stuffs taken together totalled, 
roughly, half a million in 1929. That is not 
negligible, but against similar imports of over 
eleven and a quarter millions for the same 
year it-is not a serious factor in our economic 
position. Our drink export was close on five 
millions, but that, however important, is only 
indirectly an item of agricultural policy, and 
it is arguable that an import duty on barley 
in Britain might stimulate the brewers’ de- 
mand for Irish barley here. Nor do we be- 
lieve that. the improved price hoped for by 
the adoption of a pooling policy for milk in 
Scotiand—it is not proposed for England, but 
the example of the smaller country might be 
copied in the bigger—would unfavourably 
affect the Irish export of dairying supplies or 
their price to the producer. Such effects, 
though slight and dubious, should be rather 
to his advantage.

But if neither the policy of a wheat board, 
plus a milk pool, nor that of the fostering, by 
deliberate State policy, of British cereals for 
British people need alarm Irish producers, 
there is much in this new tendency of British 
politicians to take farming industries under.

MEAT SUPPLIES IN 
BRITAIN, 


A MARKET FOR IRISH 


PRODUCE, 


RISH cattle breeders and feeders should 
| take some heed of the alarm expressed 
by the National Federation of Meat 
Traders with regard to the continued decrease 
in the production of home-killed meat in the 
British Isles. At a meeting of the Federation 
held in North Wales the British Government 
was called upon, in view of this, to consider 
the position in the event of imported supplies 
being diverted to another country. 

Here is an incentive to Irish farmers to in- 
crease the size of their flocks and herds. 
There is undoubtedly a demand for as much 
stock as we can supply on the other side of 
the water. It will take a couple of years to 
increase supplies to any great extent, but 
farmers who look to the future will probably 
do so without much compulsion. 


The Fresh Meat Trade. 


It will probably be possible to take advan- 
tage of the present situation by developing 
the fresh meat trade. A beginning has been 
made with pork and lamb. The. demand for 
one follows the other, and, with improvements 
in the matter of transport, trade in this 
direction should become permanent. ‘To en- 
sure this, there has just been passed through 
the Dail and Senate, a measure for regu- 
lating the export trade in fresh meat from 
the Irish Free State. Under this Act, 
abattoirs where animals are to be killed for 
export will be subject to inspection, and must 
be registered, while all meat must reach an 
approved standard of quality. With proper 
cooling and transit arrangements, this legis- 
lation should do much to help the export 
trade in fresh meat. It will come into opera- 
tion on the Ist July next. 


Law for All Ireland. 


Similar legislation is under consideration in 
the Northern Ireland Parliament, although in 
the Six Counties the conditions regarding 
slaughter differ from those in the Irish Free 
State. In that part of the country pigs are 
usually slaughtered on the farms, and the 
carcases are examined as soon as they reach 
the market. 

In both cases the meat is already examined 
with care for home consumption, but under 
the new legislatfon the examination will be 
extended to meat intended for export. With- 
out such provisions as are contained in the 
Agricultural Produce (Fresh Meat) Act 
traders are at liberty to send away meat of 
any quality they like, with serious effects on 
the trade, which is steadily developing, and 
no one who has the interests of the country 
at heart will dispute its necessity.

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VALUE OF MILKING 
MACHINES.

HERE is now no doubt that dairy cows 
can be successfully milked by 


machinery. They can be milked in this 
way just as effectively as by hand, provided 
someone follows the machine for the purpose 
of ‘“‘ stripping.’’ It would, however, seem to 
be desirable that machine milking should not 
be tried in the case of cows which are well on 
in their lactation period. It is best to use 
the machine on cows which have freshly 
calved, as they then become accustomed to it 
quickly, and there is less danger of them 
holding up their milk. If the place where 
dairy cows are milked is kept clean, there is 
no reason why the milk should not be free 
from foreign matter, even though milked by 
hand, provided the milker has taken the pre- 
caution of cleaning his hands. _ Cleanliness 
is also an essential of success in the working 
of milking machines. A striking example of 
tne way in which milking should be con- 
ducted in order ta obtain the best results was 
afforded to members of East Limerick Cow 
Testing Associations at the Albert College 
Farm, Glasnevin, a few days ago. Here the 
cows are brought in to a roomy bvyre and 
milked with a Gascoigne milker, a feature of 
which is the simplicity of the teat cups. Such 
a machine as this is specially useful when 
difficulty is found in getting milkers to come 
In on Sundays or on other occasions when 
they want to be off enjoying themselves. Ex- 
perience has shown that for a herd of thirty 
dairy cows a milking machine becomes at 
once a practical proposition, because it is in 
use twice daily every day of the year, and. 
with ordinary care. soon pays for itself.

line on which farming should continue to 
develop. 

No temptatior to snatch at a temporary 
advance in price for non-dairying cattle 
should induce the farmer who is depressed 
by a low price for butter to deplete seriously 
his milking stock. No doubts regarding the 
future of the bacon trade, in which, as Mr. 
Slattery has been reminding Co. Kerry pro- 
ducers, Denmark has recently made such rapid 
strides, should make him give up hreeding suit- 
able “ baconers,’’ where, with the aid of a 
creamery, he can do so economically. The 
aim in these branches of his business should 
be to produce more and better milk, more 
and better cattle, more and better pigs. On 
the other hand, those areas better suited to 
beef production than butter production may 
take some encouragement from the view of 
that noted authority, Sir W. Haldane, that 
for a good while to come Britain will need 
more beef than is likely to be exported to 
her by the extra-European exporters, and the 
price should thus remain fair to the producer 
who can raise cattle economically. 

In brief, it is ‘generally a short-sighted 
policy to abandon a branch of farming which 
the skill, experience and shrewdness of gene- 
rations of farmers have built up, because of a 
temporary set-hack, or, on the other hand. th 
assume that an advance in price will prove 
permanent, and to neglect one side of the in- 


| FATTENING CHICKENS. 


PROVIDING AGAINST THE 
EGG SLUMP. 
O NE branch of poultry farming much 


neglected in this country is the produc- 

tion of good table birds. With the 
exception of two counties in the Free State, 
the fattening of chickens has not been 
seriously taken up on any extensive scale. 
This seems a pity, as if properly carried out 
there is plenty of money to be made in the 
fattening industry. 
their anxiety to args more and more eggs, 
poultry-keepers have lost sight of the fact 
that when the summer slump comes is. the 
time to provide against losses by being able 
te market regular supplies of fat chickens, 
ducks and avep hens, which have been found 
unsatisfactory as layers and which are yet 
voung enough to make a tasty dish. Of 
course, the production of the spring chicken 
is the most profitable of all, but then it calls 
for autumn hatching and winter rearing and 
fattening, which only those with suitable 
equipment and artificial methods can under- 
take. 


The Surplus Stock. 


There is nothing, however, to hinder anv- 
one who keeps poultry from. fattening off 
their surplus stock at this time of year, and 
thus securing for themselves a better profit 
than if, as is usually done, the birds are given 
to dealers for anything they will fetch; the 
dealers very often export these birds to 
Sussex, the English centre of the industry, 
whence in a few weeks time they are sold at 
top prices as “ Sussex fattened chickens.’’ 
People often wonder at this season what they 
are going to do with all their cockerels and 
some of them cherish fond hopes of getting 
fancy prices for them later on for stock pur- 
poses, but it seldom pays to keep them on 
with this object, unless they are pedigree 
birds of proved worth. It would be far 
better if thev first of all separated them from 
the pullets, as should always be done when 
the chickens are about six weeks old, and 
feed them well the whole time keeping them 
always in a thriving condition. Then when 
about nine weeks old they should be kept in 
close confinement, either in small houses or 
better still in fattening coops and finished off 
in from two to three weeks. 


Essentials for Success. 

One condition, however, that is of primary 
unportance in the production of table 
chickens is the selection of breed and the 
person who intends to take it up in real 
earnest must select the breed that will give 
good table birds, and at the same time pro- 
duce a fair amount of eggs. It is well enough 
for a summer: trade to fatten up the surplus 
stock, which may be anything or everything, 
so long as they are not Leghorns, which defy 
all attempts of the fattener s art, but when it 
comes to an all the year round supply there 
is no getting away from it that the Light 
Sussex is undoubtedly the best table bird. It 
has the beautiful white flesh, large frame and 
deep body that we look for in the table fowl, 
and has also the advantage of being a good 
winter laver. The Faverolle comes next in 
suitability, while such breeds as the Barred 
Rock, the Rhode Island Red and the Wyan- 
dotte make quite good birds, they would 
never rank as first class chickens and eonse- 
quently could not fetch as good prices as 
either the Light Sussex or the Faverolle. 
Defective birds, such as those with crooked 
breast-bones, will not be successful in the 
fattening pen; neither will quarrelsome ones, 
or those that have been neglected in their 
early days and have become stunted. But, 
given healthy, well-conditioned birds of the 
right breed and type, there should be no 
dificulty in turning out a good table 
chicken 


Feeding. 

The best food to finish off the birds after 
they have been cooped is Sussex ground oats, 
wet with. milk to a semi-moist condition. 
Home-grown oats can, of course, be used 
with equal success, provided that it is ground 
as fine as possible. It 1s not an easy mat- 
ter to get it in as fine a state as Sussex 
ground oats, and where it is “ husky’’ and 
rough it does not give satisfaction. Barley 
meal and pollard may also be used, but 
the largest proportion of the food should 
consist of the ground oats. The food is more 
easily digested if wet twelve hours before 
it is required, and kept in a cool place m a 
tub or such vessel. Separated milk, skim- 
milk and buttermilk are equally suitable. If 
it is not practicable ta use milk, the meal 
may be moistened with greasy water—water 
in which meat has been hoiled-~or clean 
water, adding, in this case, a little meat 
chopped finely. If the birds are fasted for 
a day after being put in confinement thev 
will feed better afterwards, and should not 
go olf their food for about a fortnight. At 
the end of this time they will most likely 
he in good marketable condition, but if it 
is desired to keep them on longer it may 
be necessary to cam them, as otherwise 
they are inclined to loss of appetite with 
consejuent loss of weight.
